Mr. Dockery Insists on the Silver

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.) The report of the 
Ballot-box Committee, which, last 
session, made an extensive investiga- 
tion into Ubio political affairs in con- 
nection with alleged subscriptions by 
members of Congress to stock in a 
patent ballot-box, was today presented 
to the House by Chairman Mason. 
The main report, which is signed by 
all the members of the committee, finds 
that the alleged contract was prepared 
jb Richard G. Wood, and that 

all the signatures thereto were forged, 
and that Frank Milward and Frank 
Davis were without evil intent in the 
transaction; that Wood uttered said 
forgery for the purpose of procuring 
Gov. Foraker’s recommendation of 
himself to the Mayor of Cincinnati for 
| appointment to the office of Smoke In- 
Speclor. 

The committee further finds that 
Gov. Foraker and Murat Halstead 
aided in uttering said forgery by 
* | publishing it in the Cincinnati Com- 
mercial Gazette, but finds that neither 
Foraker por Halstead, in uttering the 
paper, knew that the same was a 
forgery. The committee find that no 
one of the persons whose names 
appear on said alleged contract 
bad, or has, _ either directly 
indirectly, 
rupt, or improper, or any other con- 
beclion with or interest in the ballot- 
boxes which are suid to be the subject 
of the alleged contract, and there was 
never any otber contract relating to. 
said baliot-boxes in which either of 
these persons, alone, or jointiy with 
others, was in any way interested. 

The ‘supplementary report, signed by 
ail of the members except Chairman 
Mason, finds that the conduct of Wood, 
during: the negutiations with Foraker, 
disclosed bis depravity. They also be- 
jlieved that acareful scrutiny of we 
for SS paper must have shown its 
ia acter. ‘The high stations at- 
tuined in public affairs by the persons 
whose names were forged should 
bave suggested a verification of the 
corrupt paper before it was uttered or 
published. The publication showing 
Campbeli’s name aud suppressing the 
otber signatures was almost as bad as 
the original fabrication of the paper. 
The entire incident, the members say, 
is an example of political methods de- 
serving of the condemnation of all 
parties and ail good citizens, 

Chairman Mason, in a minority re- 
port, does not agree with these 
udditional findings.: He does not 
see that careful scrutiny of the 
forged paper must have showed 
its talse churacter. It is easy now to 
know, in January, 1891, what we ought 
to have known in September. 1889. 
Whether or not Foraker and Halsted 
treated well the gentlemen outraged by

THE CITY COUNCIL 


An Important Message from 
the Mayor. 


HE FAVORS CONSOLIDATION 


Demands Returned Unapproved— 
City Treasurer Johnson Favors 
Refunding the City Dabt. 
—Routine Business. 


Every member of the City “Council was 
promptiy on hand at 10 o’clock yesterday 
morning when President Bonsall calied 
that body to order. " ; 


The crowd in the lobby was sufficient 
‘numbers to occupy ali of the space, and 


there were about fifty people in the gal- 
leries. 

The session was opened with the reading 
of a communication from the City Assessor 
announcing the appointment of George Hull 
as chief deputy and Brainerd Smith and W. 
J. A. Smitn as deputies. The confirmation 
of the appointments was deferred. 

REFUNDING THE CITY DEBT. 

The folowing communication from the 
City Treasurer was read aud referred to the 
Finance Committee: 

“Much ot the city’s bonded indebtedness 
bears what I regard as an excessive rate of 
interest, and as all of that portion of debt 
is payable at the pleasure of the city upon 
giviug notice of fifteen to thirty days, 1 de- 
sire to submit to your honorable body the 
watter of substituting a new bond, bearing 
not to exceed 4)4 per cent, per annum, in 
lieu of the following to-wit: 

“General Improvement bonds of 1886, 
$245,000, now bearing 6 per ceut.; and tue 
tollowing bonds bearing 7 per cent: 
Bonds of 188], €#58,000: generai irrigation 
bonds, #40,000; general improvement bonds, 
$21,006; tunded debt of 1876, $76,000; main 
pone sewer, $17,000. Total 

; the total interest on which is , 540, 
as uow paid. | 

“Lhe same bonds calculated at 44 per 
cent. make $20,565, a saving to the city of 


per year. 

“From the readiness with whieh our 5 per 
cent. schoul and sewer bonds were sold at a 
ptemium of 55-100ths to $1.50 and accrued 
interest by a comparison of the rate of in- 
terest we are paying, taken with our re- 
sources, with the rate paid by other west- 
ern cities, 1 firmly believe all our 6 and 7 
per cent. bonds can be refunded at 4% 
per cent, aud sold at par, if not for a pre- 


nium. 

“iu this we are not increasing our liabili- 
ties, but on the contrary we are 8 ving 
neurly $9000 yearly, or $89,750 on the aver- 
age lifetime of twenty-year serial bonds of 
ihe amount under consideration. 

If the reduced rate «f interest applied to 
an in debt, we might then have some 
doubt as to our ability to place the bonds 


at par. 

“The city of Indi:napolis in 1889 with a 
bonded debt of $6,000, aod a property 
assessment of $127,000.000 sold a large part 
of those bonds bearing 4 per cent. interest 
at a premium of 4 per cent., which the 
Treasurer of that city pronounced equal to 
113 for a 44¢ bond, In bis en for 1889 he 
urged the practicability of placing any

“The city of Omaha pays only 444 per 
bent. on all of its bonds, except $200. 00u, 

“Our bonded debt of $931,000 is 1 9-10 per 
cent. of our last yéar’s assessment vf $49,- 

.000, whereas the debt of Minneapolis is 
51-10 per cent. of its assessment, and yet 
they gut the most of their public money at 
4 per cent., white we are paying 6 and 7 per 
cent semi-unnualiy on all of our older 
bonds, which constitute about one-half of

CONSOLIDATING THE CITY AND COUNTY. 

The following message from tbe Mayor 
wasread. Itlanded like a bowbsbell in a 
camp of hostile, 

To the Honorable City Councll of Los 
Angeics: We have arrived at that period 
in our municipal history when something 
should be done to lessen burdens of taxa- 
tion, if possible. Varivus devices b .ve been 
suggested to accomplish this result, but 
nothing, so far, bas been suggested that 
would produce sucb radical resuits in tbat 
regard as the consolidation of our city and 
county goveroments. ‘there is no reason 
why our people shouid be called on to main- 
tain two different governments in our 
midst when one wiil suffice. It is true 
there are difficulties connected with the 
consolidativp, but it has been done before, 
and why should we not do it now? 

Under tne government as now consti- 
tuted we are maintaining in the city 
one City and one County Jail, with 
the jailers and necessary assistants; 
one City and one Cvounty Assessor, 
with their corps of assistants, maps, 
assessment bvovks, offices. etc.; one 
City and one County Tax Collector, with 
their deputies and record; one City and one 
County ‘Ireasurer, with their book-keeep- 
ers and clerks; one City and one County 
Audivwr, with their deputies and bo: ks of 
accuunt; a Bvuard of Supervisors and a 
City Council, and the other various depu- 
ties and assistants necessary to maintain 
and support two independent governments, 
and the evil should be remedied, as we are 
again confronted with the propvusition to 
further divide our county, leaving us in the 
city to still maintain the cost of the county 
government, while the territory which con- 
tributes to its support is threatened with a 
further curtailment. There is but one fair 
way to meet this crusade to still divide our 
and adjoining counties, and that is by 
consolidating our city and county govern- 
ments, and thereby relieve those in the city 
of the unjust burden imposed by circum- 
scribing the limits of our county and 
imposing upon us the maintenance of 
two different governments, when one 
would suffice. Tue longer we permit this 
state of affairs to continue the more difficuil 
will be the task of consolidation when at- 
tempted; and as the Legislature is pow in 
session, and we begin a new term of official 
existence, 1 believe now is the proper time 
toact. Letus notdelay the matter. Ex- 
perience in this State has shown that the 
expense of a consolidated city and county 
government is less than the expense of 
maintaining a city government alone, in 
corroboration of which | submit a siate-

Under the Constita- 
tion, each municipality is clothed with the 
right to adopt a cnarter for itsown gvovern- 
ment, but the Constitution in stating the 
effect to be given to such a charter when 80 
adopted reads as fvilows: Such charter 
“shall become the organic law thereof and 
supersede any existing charter and all 
awendments thereof and all special laws in- 
consistent with such charter.” Now in stat- 
ing that it supersedes all special laws un- 
dera uniform rule of construction the 
courts have held thatit is tantamount to 
stating that ic dows not supersede general 
laws. Hence, all general laws are p«fra- 
mount to the charter by reasou of the lan- 
guage used anda provision of the charter 
in cunfict with the general laws is inopera- 
tive and vold, resulting in a confused state 
of affairs in our oly greatly detrimental to 
the public good. Ever since the adoption 
of the new charter, our city has enjoyed the 
luxury of one continued round of ijitigation 
to maintain intact the alfttonomy of our mu- 
nicipal existence. Many of the most im- 
portant provisions of the charter haye been 
buliified by decisions of our courts on the 
ground thatthey were repugnant to the 
general law of the State, and at every sea- 


sion of the Legisiature new laws being gen- * 


eral in their effect are beivg enacted, im- 
portant branches of the city government 
are being abolished aud others substituted, 
until it is beyond the powers of our ablest 
lawyers tointorm us where we do stand 
and what the law is, on many of the most 
important branches ofthe city government

provement of our streets, Measures of great

|PROPOSED CITY AND COUNTY 
CONSOLIDATION, . 


Mayor Hazard made an important 


‘| suggestion to the City Council yester- 


day. It was to consolidate the city 
and county governments, making. a 
county of Los Angeles, such as exists 
in San Francisco. By this means the 
burden of taxation would, he claims, 
be greatly lessened. 

Mr. Hazard calls attention to the 
fact that we are at present maintain- 
ing in the city one City and one County 
Jail, with the jailers and necessary 
assistants; one City and one County 
Assessor, with their corps of assistants, 
Inaps, assessment books, offices, etc.; 
‘one City and one County Tax Collector, 
with their deputies aud records; one 
City and one County Treasurer, with 
their boak-keepers and clerks; one City 
and one County Auditor, with their 
deputies and books of account; a Board 
of Supervisors and a City Council, and 
the other various deputies and assist- 
ants necessary to maintain and support 
two independent governments. 

By consolidating these, the expenses 
would be greatly reduced. The aver- 
age rate of taxation of the city and 
county of San Francisco for the last 
seventeen years has been $1.08, while 
the average of Los Angeles city has 
been $1.84. The Mayor suggests that 
the Council shguld bring this matter 
before the people in such a way that 
they will be permitted toexpress them- 
selves thereon atan election te be 
called under the provisions of the law 
calling for a consolidation. 

The plan proposed by Mr. Hazard 
has been debated by many thoughtful 
citizens during the past few years, und 
nota few are inclined to favor it, 
owing to the heaviness of our present 
taxation. ‘Thesentiment in favor of 
such a plan has increased considerably 
since there has been such a de- 
termination manifest among residents 
in the remoter portions of the 
county to secede and set up for them- 
selves. Sucha proposition would, of 
course, meet with much opposition 
from holders of offices which would be 
abolished. People do not like to come 
up and be killed, but the wishes of a 
few officeholders should count for little 
against those of fifty thousand citi. 


ens. 

Without expressing any decided 
opinion at present either for or against 
the proposition, it may safely bs said 
that it is one which merits careful con- 
sideration. Should the ~ ill-advised 
schemes of the county divisionists by 
any chance succeed, and #his county be 
further dismembered, there is nodoubt 
thatsuch a plan would become gener- 
ally popular. 


COUNTY DIVISION. 


Two years ago ao extensive and 
wealthy portion of Los Augeles county 
Was segregated, under the name of 
Orange county. It contained, among 
other places, the populous centers of 
Santa Aua, Avaheim, Orange and 
Tustin. There was apparently no par- 
ticular desire for the change at the 
Start, and even after local politicians 
had succeeded in arousing some inter- 
estin the matter, there Was consider- 
erable opposition among the mass 
of the people, who wvould bave 
to foot the bill. However, when 
the matter came up in the Legis- 
lature, it went through at once—went 
through so slickly as to suggest the 
impression that the wheels that ‘‘go 
wound” in Sacramento must have been 
greased.

SANTA MONICA, 


Why It Offers the Best Location for 
a Harbor Site. : 
fSanta Monica Outlook. | 

First, Beginning with a fact about 
which ‘here is no contest, we observe 
that Sauta Monica is nearer, by several 
miles, to Los Angeles than any oth 
piace. As all transportation dines will 
pass through this city, which is tbe 
commercial center and distributing 
point for all the buck country, it is an 
advantage of no insignificaut charac- 
ter. 

Second. The grade is as easy as it is 
from any other ocean point suitable 
tora harbor; and, we may say tru.h- 
fully, it is better than from most of 
them. 

Turd. Tho protection from winds 
is better than at any other piace. 

Fourth. The gradual deepening of 
the oceanis such as to enable the 
largest area of water surface to be in- 
closed by a break water. 

Fifth. The bottom is smooth and 
there are no irregularities to injure the 
bulls of vesseis in the event of an ac- 
cidental sinkage. 

Sixth. Asthe stratum underneath 
the water is of stiff clay, itis the best 
possible holding ground for piles. 

Seventh. There being no streams to 
wash débris into the harbor, there is no 
possibility of a gradual shoaling pro- 
cess. 

Eighth. Tie costof a breakwater 
being a very esséntial consideration in 
this great enterprise, Santa Monica’s 
advantage forges to the front with 
signalimportance. The material ex- 
ists in larger quantities, is of a better 
quality, and can be more cheaply ob- 
Luined than in any other locality in the 
vicinity of the proposed harbor sites. 

Ninth. As good, pure water is of 
the greatest importance for the supply 
of vesseis at a great seaport, the muun- 
tain streams of Santa Monica are am- 
ple to meet this demand. 

Tenth. Other things being equal it 
is a feature of speciai value to bavea 
superior townsite. Santa Monica has 
no peer in this line—in it. natural ad- 
vautages for drainage; its climate; its 
landscape beauty and adjacent lands. 

Eieventh. As the port is closely 
allied to the commercial center, it is of 
special importance to note, in addition

M. M. Estee and the World’s 


Fair Bill. 


MAJ. BONEBRAKE FOR SENATOR. 


Riverside People and the County Di- 
vision Question—Oakland as 
a City and County 
Combined. 


~ (Sacramento Correspondence Call.] 
M. M. Estee is booming the World’s 
Fair Bill with all the energy he pos- 
sesses. He will first introduce the act 
providing for a State expenditure of 
$300,000, which is outitled **An act ap- 
prupriating money to pay the expenses 
of maintaining an exhibit of the pruod- 
ucts of California at the World’s Co- 
lumbian Exposition to be held in Chi- 
cago in 1893.” It provides that the 
Governor of the State shall, within 
thirty days after the passage of the act, 
appoint seven commissioners, who 
shall constitute ‘*California’s. World’s 
Fair Commission,” and who shall be 
taken as near as possible from the two 
leading parties. ‘hese are to have ex- 
clusive charge and controlvuf the ex- 
apeegy of all moneys appropriated 
y the State for the construction of 
buildings and maintaining an exhibi- 
tion of the products of the State. 
They shall rece:ve no compensation for 
their s-rvices, but shail be allowed 
traveling expenses. The $300,000 ap- 
propriated by the act is to meet the ex- 
uses of erecting buildings and col- 
ecling and maintaining the exhibit. 
Mr. Estee has no doubt that this bill 
will go through, and the bill appropri- 
ating funds for county exhibits will 
probably follow its example. Demo- 
crats und Republicans who were in- 
terviewed are in favor of both bills. 


Maj. Bonebrakea for Senator. 
[Sacramento Cor. Stockton Independent. | 
The rumor came out today that in 
the event of Senator Hearst dying 
after this session is over, Maj. George 
H. Bonebrake of Los Angeles has 
been promised the appointment to the 
vacancy by Gov. Markham. ‘he major 
is said to have admitted that sucu is 
the case, although he did not want the 
matter mentioned. 

“As it has been made public, though, 
I wiil not try to conceal it any longer,” 
he remarked. Maj. Bonebrake is pres- 
ident of the Los Angeles Na- 
tional Bank. He was chairman 
of the Los Angeles’ delegation 
to the Republican State Con- 
vention last year and, besides being 
prominent in politics in the southern 
part of the State, he has long been a 
close friend of the new Governor. He 
}is a stout, gray-bearded gentleman, 
perhaps a little over 50 years old from 
appearances. The major has been 
here since Gov. Markbum’s arrival. 
He is a millionaire, and in case Sen- 
ator Hearst should not survive for the 
next sixty days Maj.

The County of Riverside. - 
Francisco Cail 1. 

The Legislature is asked to divide 
San Bernardino county, so as to create 
a new county, tobe kuown as River- 
side county, in the southwestern 
corner. Opposition tothe scheme is 
made by the residents of the county 
who live outside of that corner. 

That a county with an area of 
23,400 square miles; half as large 
as New York and three times as 
large as Massachusetts, will ultimately 
be cutup goes without saying. But 
something more than area is re- 
quired to warrant county organization, 
and that is the inhabitants. Oc these 
San Bernardino, according to Mr. Por- 
ter’s ceusus, contains only 25,497— 
rather a small apple to make two 
bites of. ~ 

The idea of the Riverside people is 
that they support the county govern- 

ent, and that there would be money 
‘in slougbing off the mountain and 
desert portion, which contains few tax- 
payers. But if their wish were granted 
these mountain and desert sections 
would findit difficult to sustain the ex- 
pense of a county organization. Un- 
der such circumstances, probably the 
Legislature will decline to accede to 
the wishes of Riverside, and let San 
Bernardino remaia as it is for the 


present. 


Notin an Agreeablie Pasition.

Oakland asa City and County. 
}Oakland Tr.bune,] 

From present indications the crea- 
tion of acity and cousaty of Oakland 
out of Oakland, Brooklyn and Ala- 
medatownships is not likely to be 
pushed during the present session of 
the Legislature. The present impos- 
sibility is strikingly apparent to those 
who iook closely into the matter. 
Briefly, Oakiand cannot elect to tear 
itself away from the remainder of 
the county, as it is the county 
seat.. A favorable permission must 
come from the restof the county before 
such action can be considered, and as 
no action bas yet been taken foror 
against such a movement, its discus- 
sion now is merely because of the pos- 
sibility of such action in years hence. 

Some time ago the City Council took 
the matter up and referred it to the 
Legisiative delegation from this 
county, but those gentiemen are power- 
less to act without authority from b th 
ends of the county.

This proposition, if 
adopted, would take the place of his 
free coinage amendment down to -a 
certain point. It is the same as 
that amendment in substance, but 
has attached. a proviso that all 
siiver bullion not the product of the 
mines, mills or smelters of the United 
States, and all silver coin and bullion 
the product of coin other than that of 
the United States shali, in the discre- 
tion of the Secretarv of the Treasury, be 
subject to a mint cuarge, to be fixed 
from time to time by him, said’ charge 
not to exceed the difference between 
the market value of said silver bullion 
in London at Sthe time of its deposit 
and the coinage value thereof. The 
secretary may make such regulations 
as necéssary to determine whether 
such bullion is the product of the 
United States. 

This proposition will be held in re- 
serye until some agreement is reached 
respecting its final disposition.

The Hostile Forces Arrive at 
_ Pine Ridge. 


Great Uncertainty Exists as to What 
Will Happen Next. 


The Indian Band Hemmed in by Troops 
on All Sides. 

Gen. Miles Wil! Separate the Pro- 
moters of the Trouble—Some 
Of the Leaders to Be 
Sent South.

Pine River AGENCY, Jan. 12.—[By 
the Associated Press.| Up to noon 
today the hostiles had not, with the 
exception of a lotof squaws, made a 
move toward coming into the agency. 
Shortly afterward, however, the main 

- camp of the hostiles was broken and a 
rapid advance made toward this point. 
This afternoon about one thousand of 
them bad arrived within a mile of the 
pickets outside of the agency. The 
announcement of their arrival caused 
great commotion in the friendlies’ 
camp. In a short time hundreds of 
squaws and children gathered in 
the vicinity of headquarters, whence a 
view of the bluffs beyond which the 
hostiles were stutioned could be ob- 
tained. They waited until dusk for 
their friends and relatives to come in, 
but were disappointed, as those outside 
remained in camp there tonight. 

DOUBT AS TO THE OUTCOME. 

There is no certainty as to what the 
Indians will do. Gen. Miles himself is 
in doubt as to what to expect of them, 
but confidently looks now for a settie- 
ment of the matter without further 
bloodshed. In fact, he sent let- 
ters to Gens. Cody and Colby, 
commanding the Nebraska State Mili- 
tia, informing them that aill 
the hostiles are within a mile and a 
half of the agency and nothing but ac- 
cident can prevent the reéstablish- 
ment of peace. He states also that he 
thinks the State troops may withdraw, 
with safety, and thanks them for the 
confidence they have afforded the 
people in frontier homes. 

et the Indians may get to within a 
gunshot of the agency then break away 
again, thus precipitating a conflict. 

FEARS OF PUNISHMENT. 

Fear of all kinds of punishment 
for their misdeeds seems to have taken 
possession of them, and it is generally 
understood that one injudicious act 
on the part of the soldiery ora mad 
deed of some of the implacabie hos- 
tiles would undo all the work so far 
accomplished. Lieut. Taylor of the 
Ninth Cavalry has gone out with some 
of his scouts in order to lead the 
Indians at the proper time to the 
places designated for their camp 
within the agency. The Oga- 
lailas will be placed near Ked 
Cloud’s house on the west, while 
the Brules will be sent to the eastern 
side. Where the hostiles are now rest- 
ing the ground is rolling and unbroken 
and offers advantages to the cavalry 
which they did not have at Wounded 
Knee.

What is tobe done with the Indians 
is a question which cannot yet be an- 
swered.

Miles in the morning. It bas been 
said that some of them will insist on 
going to Washington to lay their griev- 
ances before the Great Father, and 
some hoid that the suggestion will be 
respected, notwithstanding Gen. Miles 
bas the settlement of the case in his 
own hands, One element of the case 
which may cause trouble yet is the tac- 
tion fight in the hostile camp. A 
scout told an Associated Press corre- 

spondent that they are still quarreling 
’ ameng thernselves, and the scouts can- 
not imagine how they will be able to 
arrive at ab ami¢able understanding.

It is believed that Gen. Miles will 
demand of the chiefs the surrender of 
the leading agitators and ship them 
south, as he intended to do with Big 
Foot, and then settle with the others.

JOHNNIE STRANG’S SAD CASE 


Physicians Pronotunce the 
Badly Fractured—Humane Of- 

_ ficer Wright Investigates— 
Other Locals. rt 


2 


The sad case of Johnnie Strang, the 
lad who broke his arm nearly a week 
ago and who has since been without 
medical treatment, owing to the relig- 
ious fanaticism of the parents, proves 
even worse than was stated in these 
columns yesterday. 

Yesterday morning the story excited 
universal indignation, and, on the 
theory that the facts were correctly 
stated, the action of the parents was 
heartily condemned. About noon, 
Deputy Sheriff Slaterand Tus Timers 
reporter visited the Strang hvuse. 
The injured lad appeared in about 
the same condition as the day before, 
and the parents talked in exactly the 
same strain, confining themselves en- 
tirely to religion and the power of 
God to heal. After some argument 
the Constable persuaded Mrs. Strang 
to permit a physician to. examine the 
boy’s arm, provided the doctor agreed 
not to periorm any operation or to 
disturb in any way the member’s pres- 
ent condition. 

Meanwhile Constable Butterworth 
telephoned to Humane Officer Wright 
in Los Angeles, and that gentieman 
arrived in town at 2:30 o’clock. Shortly 
after he and Officer Butterworth, and 
Drs. Dalrymple and Conger went to 
the Strang household. 

The phy-icians were permitted to ex- 
amine Johnnie’s arm, which was found 
considerably swollen ‘from the shoulder 
to the wrist. The bone was found to 
be fractured a short half inch above 

the elbow. The fractured portions had 
been held nearly in place by the liga- 
ments. Tbe skin in the vicinity of the 
fracture was much discolored. <As a 
result of the examination both. physi- 
cians agreed that in case the arm is 
allowed to go longer without treat- 
ment, that it will be rendered either 
permanently useless by becoming stilf, 
or gangrene may set in, which will cost 
the boy his life. 

These facts were made very plain 
to the parents, but they seemed still 
averse to calliugin a physician, only 

promising to do what the Lord di- 
rected them. Humane Officer Wright 
informed them that he would keep a 
strict watch on the case, and if the 
boy grows worse be will! take the neces- 

. Sary legal steps tohave him properly 

attended to, if indeed it is not already 
too late. 

Those who have investigated and 
are most thoroughly conversant with 
the facts Of the cave are bitter in their 
denunciation of nineteenth-century. 
fanaticism that will, to ali intents, 
make an 11-year-old boy a cripple for 
life, being allowed to go unpunished. 

The officers are keeping an eve on 
the case. Itis to be hoped they will 
act promptly, now that all douts are 
dispelled as to the serious nature of the 
boy’s iajury.

BUILDING NOW UNDER WAY 


Southern | 
Pacific—The Outlook for the 
Orange Crop Gen- 
eral Notes. 


The Southern Pacific Company is awake 
to the fact that things are booming in the 


Beet Sugar Company, was organized, and 
railroad building is now under way in that 
section,~ Work was commenced on the 
Pomona and Elsinore road yesterday moru- 
ing aud will be “pushed to completion as 
rapidly as possible.

Tuis move on the part of the Southern Pa- 
cific will probably be the means of awaken- 
ing an interest in other railroad builders, 
abd before 18¥1 closes it is possible that 
raiiroad building will be going on in various 
parts of Suuthero California. 

THE NEW DEAL. 

If one can judge irom the reports given 
out by the railroad presidents of the con- 
sulidation deal, now iu executive session in 
New York City, the chances are good for a 
kick-up ou the partot the Southern Pacific 
in the fuiure. The Soutbern Puacitic 
bas ai ways held a contro! of the business of 
the Pac.tic coast, and if tue other ruads in- 
sist on a big division of business it is per- 
lectly reasouabie to suppose that the man- 
agers will not stand in, 

“I never believed,” said an eastern rail- 
round man, whois bere on a visit, “that the 
new deal would live more than a tew 
months. The scheme looks ail right on its 
face, but the in erests of the western rail- 
ruads are sv cunflicting that is imposs be 
ty get them to actin harmony. 1 am confi- 
dent that several of the presidents signed 
the agreement without giving it due con- 
sideration, and as svon as they Je.rn that 
Jay Gould got it up tor the purpose of hvog- 
ging @ lot or stuck, they will De ouly too glad 
to back down. ‘There are soiwe good ideas 
advanced in the scheme, Cut it is time to 
put them in practice yet. 1 firmly believe 
that the time will come when all the roads 
of the United States will be manoged by 
one bead, but we are not ripe for it yet. 
When this time does come the Goverument 
will bave more say in the matter than sne 
dues at the present time. No, 1 do not be- 
lieve that the Southern Pacific company 
wii) staud by the agreement.”
